810 1083 a Mundred Immigrants at Fills
Ialund and 82 at Quaraniine.

Asslstant Secrotary Nettleton of the Trens-
ury Department, In charge of Immigration
inattors, wns In New York on March 11 At
that time he had extended conferences with a
number of the New York agenta for the ocean
eteamship lines. As a result of thoss eon-
fercnees a majority of the stenmship agents
have sont a letter to Sooratary Fostor, deslar-
Ing that ** at the suggostion of the Hon. A. I\
Nottleton " they are ready to pay to the immi-
gration fund £10 for every 100 Immigrants,
or part thereol, and $5 for every additional
100 immigrauts, or part thereof, who nare
taken from their steamships by the Ellis
1sland oMelals betweon the hours of 2:10 and
O:i in the afternovn. In the words of the
comUined lettor to tha Seeretary:

“If tho steamship docks after 2:30 P. ML, or
bofore 5:30 P, M., ier company may have the
privilege of landing her Immigrant passen-
wors on the same day, by paying. for tha extra
work and time of the landing ofeclals at Ellis
Isiand, neesssary to examine and transfer sald
passengers on that day."” the amount ol money
epeeifled above.

Bome of the steamship agents refused to ne-
copt the * suggestion *' of Gen. Nettleton, and
they rofused to sign the letter totheSecrotary.
